The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach or suggest, alone 
or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s) (claims 51-54), particularly a 
method for the delivery of treatment to a patient via a second device such that the patient is also 
wearing a first device which is not implanted in the patient, such that the first device uses a 
patient identifier that includes information for identifying a patient, the second device or a third 
device using the transmitted patient identifier from the first device to confirm the proposed 
treatment is for the patient. Once confirmed, the second device will apply the proposed 
treatment to the patient.
